The Quadrennial Congress of the 
International Council of Nurses is the 
event paramount for members of our 
profession in all parts of the world. This 
fact was ably demonstrated to Canadian 
nurses in 1929 when the city of Mont- 
real was the meeting place. Nurses, 
nurses, everywhere and from every- 
where! The streets were thronged with 
them! From Europe, Asia, Africa and 
both the Americas, from countries well 
known to us and from those less fami- 
liar. Truly a world conference, a great 
clearing house for the interchange of 
thought, for the discussion of mutual 
problems and for a renewal of ideals 
and inspiration. 

This year all roads which nurses tra- 
vel will lead to the great metropolis, 
London, the Congress centre. For 
months, in fact for years, the British 
nurses have been occupied with prepa- 
rations. Now the committees on pro- 
gramme, arrangements and entertain- 
ment have practically completed their 
work and if we may judge from reports 
and from nursing journal items, not a 
single detail has been overlooked which

Other 
names may be added later. An organ 
recital will precede the imposing opening 
ceremony at which Dame Alicia Lloyd 
Still, President of the International 
Council of Nurses will preside. With her, 
on the platform, will be the presidents of 
the twenty-nine member countries, Mrs. 
Ethel Bedford Fenwick, President of 
the National Council of Nurses of Great 
Britain and founder of the International 
Council of Nurses, will take the chair 
for a general session mid-week and 
Dame Alicia for the closing session when 
she will pronounce “The Watchword.” 

Already extensive plans have been 
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made for the entertainment of the guests. 
With true British hospitality, and the 
characteristic spirit of goodwill and real 
friendliness which exists among mem- 
bers of our profession, so many invita- 
tions have been proffered that, we un- 
derstand, the entertainment committee Is 
having great difficulty in finding time 
for them all. One event will be at par- 
ticular interest. The most recent issue of 
the British Journal of Nursing an- 
nounced that “the Corporation of Lon- 
don will entertain the members of the 
Congress at an evening reception, the 
guests to be received at the Guildhall 
by the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayor- 
ess of London.” What an honour for 
nurses and nursing! And what a mem- 
orable occasion for the fortunate ones 
who will attend! 


Religious services have been arranged 
at St. Paul’s Cathedral and at Westmin- 
ster Cathedral for the Sunday preceding 
the formal opening ceremonies. Unfor- 
tunately, Westminster Abbey will not be 
available. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury will preach at St. Paul’s and the 
Archbishop of Westminster at Westmin- 
ster Cathedral. 

So you see the devotional, the profes- 
sional and the social have all been kept 
in mind by the enterprising and capable 
committee in charge. Surely we have 
promise of a thoroughly profitable as 
well as a very happy Congress week. 


There is probably no city in the world 
which holds as much of particular con- 
cern and attraction for nurses as does 
London. The hospitals—St. Thomas’s, 
the home of the Florence Nightingale 
School and the repository of the collec- 
tion of relics and mementoes of the great 
founder of modern nursing; the Lon- 
don, in Whitechapel; Guy’s, with its 
great medical school; Barts’ founded in 
the twelfth century and still standing 
on its original site—these and so many 
more with names less well-known, are 
all interest points. Bedford College, too, 
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where nurses from many countries have 
studied and International House in Man- 
chester Square, the home of the Florence 
Nightingale Foundation students, among 
whom have been our Scholarship nurses 
in the past three years. We plan to in- 
spect the “Canada” room there and to 
see that it is refurbished to some extent 
before it is exposed to the scrutiny of 
world-wide representatives! The British 
College of Nurses in Portland Place, the 
Cowdray Club in Cavendish Square and 
the College of Nursing on Henrietta 
Street, exactly next door to the head- 
quarters building of the British Medical 
Association—none of these must be over- 
looked. By the way, it is reported that 
short postgraduate courses, sponsored by 
English nursing organizations, are being 
arranged by the College of Nursing for 
nurses attending the Congress, to be 
given both before and after the meetings. 
This news will certainly be of keen in- 
terest to Canadian nurses. When details 
are available they will, without doubt, be 


published in our own Journal. 


Then there is London itself. So soon 
after the Coronation, too! The prospect 
of seeing it again or for the first time 
will provide a real thrill of anticipation. 
There is no place quite like it. To sit 
atop a bus in the early morning and 
watch the delicate outline of Victoria 
Tower emerge from the mist; to browse 
—alone, guide book in hand or with one 
congenial companion—among the places 
remembered from school study days; to 
feel almost the thrill of a discoverer at 
sight of Wood Street and the plane-tree, 
where to the fancy of “poor Susan,” 
“the river flows on through the vale of 
Cheapside.” The art galleries and mu- 
seums, the cathedrals, the historical 
places, the parks, the theatres, the shops 
—well, you must just go and form your 
own opinions. Numerous books have 
been written on London and the British 
Isles—books by such familiar writers as 


E. V. Lucas and H. V. Morton, as well 
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as a host of others. A good preparation 
for the Congress would be to read one or 
two of them. Any library will furnish 
lists or they may be found in current 
nursing periodicals. 

Items relating to the Congress Tours 
which are being organized by the Cana- 
dian Nurses Association have been pub- 
lished in all recent issues of The Cana- 
dian Nurse. If your reserve can in any 
way be stretched to allow you to go to 
London, all detail and information are 
easily available for you at National Of- 
fice. Incidentally, there are special con- 
siderations as to accomodation, rates and 
privileges for nurses travelling with our 
party. 

London is not a strange place to Ca- 
nadian nurses. It has such a feeling of 
familiarity that they feel at home at once. 
How pleasant it will be for the large 
numbers of us who will meet there in

A London nocturne 
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Carcinoma of the large bowel

In an article published in the February 
number of this Journal, special emphasis 
was placed on nursing care in colostomy. 
Other aspects of carcinoma of the large 
bowel will now be considered from a 
nursing point of view. 


Fortunately, there are more hopeful: 


cases in which the establishment of a 
colostomy is simply the first step taken by 
the surgeon, with a view to relieving 
obstruction, reducing edema and in- 
flammation of the intestine and improv- 
ing the patient’s general condition, pre- 
paratory to the major operation—abdo- 
mino-perineal or perineal excision of the 
rectum. The perineal approach rather 
than the abdominal is employed in those 
cases in which the tumour is small, freely 
movable and lying low in the rectum. 

Prior to operation the patient is given 
a non-residue diet of high caloric value, 
including fruit juices and glucose. Blood 
transfusions and intravenous fluids of 
glucose and saline are administered if 
necessary. When the operation is under- 
taken in two stages, the surgeon may or- 
der, in addition to the regular irrigation 
of the proximal loop, a daily irrigation of 
the distal loop of the colostomy, employ- 
ing some antiseptic solution such as 
Acriflavine (1,10,000) to thoroughly 
cleanse the lower bowel of fecal matter, 
mucus or pus. Each morning a cleaning 
colonic irrigation is given. The night 
prior to operation routine preparation is 
carried out, consisting of a meticulous 
abdominal and rectal shaving, soap-suds 
enemata until clear per colostomy and 
per rectum. Some surgeons prefer that 
saline cathartics be given every morning 
for several days before operation, together 
with a daily cleansing enema, discontinu- 
ing all enemata and catharsis the day be- 
112 


fore operation, and giving Tincture 
Camph. Co. drams II every two hours 
for four doses, beginning at four p.m. 
No fluids are given after midnight. In 
the morning, the bladder is emptied and 
a retention catheter fastened in place. 
Female patients are given a cleansing 
douche on the morning of operation, and 
the vagina may be packed with Acrifla- 
vine gauze. Intravenous, with venesec- 
tion, is usually done and the patient is 
thus ready for an emergency blood trans- 
fusion during operation, should it be rc- 
quired. 

On return from the operating room, 
the patient is nursed lying on his side in 
low Fowler’s position, because of the 
danger of hernia through the perineal 
incision, and is turned frequently to pre- 
vent chest complications. Extra blankets, 
morphia as a sedative, freely administered 
fluids per os and per intravenous, aid in 
overcoming severe post-operative shock. 
The pulse and respirations must be ac- 
curately recorded hourly, and the perineal 
wound watched closely for hemorrhage. 

Because of trauma of viscera in the 
region of the bladder and interference 
with the nerve supply, the patient will 
experience difficulty in voiding post- 
operatively. For this reason, the reten- 
tion catheter is left in the bladder, often 
for seventy-two hours. Bladder irriga- 
tions ensure free drainage, prevent dis- 
tention and help combat bladder infec- 
tion. 

Dressings are commenced almost im- 
mediately. In those cases of abdomino- 
perineal resection of the rectum, there 
are three distinct and separate areas to 
be cared for: the colostomy, the perineum 
and the midline incision, There may even 
be a fourth dressing, if the patient has

come into hospital acutely obstructed and 
the caecum has been brought up to the 
skin surface and opened as an emergency 
measure. 

In dressing the abdominal incision and 
the perineal incision, the strictest aseptic 
technique must be observed. Each must 
be treated as a distinct and separate 
dressing. For the colostomy and cecos- 
tomy dressings, clean, but not necessarily 
sterile technique is observed. The cecos- 
tomy dressing is similar in procedure 
to the colostomy dressing described in 
the February issue of the Journal. 

In commencing the dressings, let us 
deal first with the perineal wound. The 
patient returns from the operating room 
with the perineum closed with dermal 
and retention sutures. As is practically 
always necessary, an area for drainage 
has been left packed open with gauze in 
oil silk. Over this, a dry dressing is firmly 
applied, and some measure of pressure 
secured by its being fastened in place 
with a broad ““T” binder. (See Figures 
5a and 5b). The external dry dressing 
will become moist with blood and serous 
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drainage, and will require changing fre- 
quently during the first twenty-four 
hours, and later twice daily until the 
packing is removed. At the end of forty- 
eight to seventy-two hours, the pack- 
ing is removed and the perineal 
wound area kept open for drainage by 
the insertion of one or two pieces of one- 
half inch soft rubber tubing, three to six 
inches in length. Or the skin edges may 
simply be separated with a corner of 
gauze tucked into the incision. Irriga- 
tions of. the perineum are then com- 
menced at four-hour intervals, using an 
asepto syringe (See Figure 6) and forc- 
ing the fluids via the tubes into the peri- 
neal cavity. Or in place of inserting 
drainage tubes, the perineum may be 
irrigated with a syringe and soft rubber 
catheter. (See Figure 6). Following the 
irrigation, a dry dressing is applied if no 
infection is present. If the area is in- 
fected, the surgeon may order hot boracic 
or hygeol dressings to the perineum. As 
the patient turns from side to side in bed, 
it is important that the perineal dressing 
be firmly and securely adjusted.

A third method of irrigating the peri- 
neum is by means of a sterile irrigating 
can, one and half yards of rubber tubing 
and a glass irrigating tip. (See Figure 6). 
The buttocks of the patient are brought 
to the edge of the bed and beneath them 
is placed a Kelly pad and sterile towel, 
extending down into a granite tub on the 
floor. The nurse holds the irrigating can 
with her right hand, and with the left 
hand directs a forceful flow of the solu- 
tion up into the perineal cavity, washing 
out any pus there may be into the tub 
beneath. 


Perineal stitches and retention sutures 
are removed usually in from ten to twelve 
days—earlier if much infection is pres- 
ent and freer drainage is indicated. Over 
a period of from four to six weeks the 
perineal wound gradually heals. The 
patient may be up out of bed before com- 
plete closing takes place; in fact, much 
freer drainage is permitted with the pa- 
tient in the upright position. So much for 
the dressing of the perineal incision. 

Secondly, there is the dressing of the 
midline incision. The nurse must now 
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turn the patient on his back, scrub her 
hands and lay out a complete new set of 
sterile supplies. The problem here is to 
keep the wound free of contamination 
by fecal matter issuing from the colos- 
tomy (and cecostomy, if such there be,) 
until healing takes place. Such contam- 
ination is probably most effectively pre- 
vented by placing over the incision a dry 
dressing, covered with a piece of oil silk, 
and fastened down to the abdomen be- 
tween the colostomy opening and the 
incision by a strip of water-proofed ad- 
hesive. The oil silk forms, as it were, a 
trap door over the stitches by which the 
process of healing may be watched. On 
the other side of the door is the colostomy. 
The hinge of the trap door, which is 
formed by the water-proofed adhesive, 
must be zealously guarded lest a leak 
occur, and will require renewing from 
time to time. 


In those cases where the cecostomy 
and colostomy are both still present, the 
midline incision must be entirely sealed 
off, with oil silk and waterproofed ad- 
hesive, around all four edges. Never- 
theless, it will require frequent alcohol 
dressings because of the almost continu- 
ous functioning of the uncontrolled ce- 
costomy and the inevitable leakage 
through the midline dressing. Daily saline 
or soapsuds irrigations of the cecostomy 
and colostomy will prevent too frequent 
soiling. The abdominal dressings of 
colostomy, cecostomy and midline are 
all securely contained within the Starr 
Binder. If infection of the midline occurs, 
boracic dressings must be applied every 
four hours. One may reasonably expect 
that by the twelfth or fourteenth day, 
when dermal and retention sutures are 
removed, the midline incision may be 
completely healed and dressings discon- 
tinued. 

Then there is the third type of surgical 
treatment of tumours of the intestinal 
tract—those cases in which the tumour 
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is situated in the caecum, ascending, 
transverse or descending colon in such 
a way that it is possible to resect the in- 
testine, completely excising the tumour 
and the invaded mesentery. When the 
caecum or ascending colon is involved, 
obstruction can usually be temporarily 
relieved over a period or three or four 
‘days by giving the patient a clear fluid 
diet and repeated enemata. Following 
this preparation, the tumour is excised 
and an end-to-end anastomosis of ter- 
minal ileum and transverse colon is done. 
At the same time, a drainage tube may 
be inserted in the ileum, and the bowel 
drained by a length of rubber tubing ex- 
tending into a Winchester at the bed- 
side. Ileostomy drainage is measured and 
charted daily. At the end of ten days, the 
tube is removed and the skin surface 
closed. 

When the tumour is situated between 
the middle of the transverse colon and 
the recto-sigmoid colon, the surgeon, 
after excising the tumour, either does an 


end-to-end anastomosis of the bowel, or 
a Mikulicz resection. In the case of an 
end-to-end anastamosis, most surgeons 
do a cecostomy immediately upon com- 
pleting the resection, opening the cecos- 
tomy the following day and leaving it to 
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function for six weeks or two months 
before closing it, meanwhile ascertaining 
that no obstruction has occurred at the 
site of operation. In the case of Mikulicz 
resection, a double-barrelled colostomy is 
first done, to be closed about three weeks 
later. Wherever the tumour may be 
situated in the colon, the pre-operative 
preparation is the same as for the colos- 
tomy operation—clear fluid diet for 
forty-eight hours, saline purgatives, daily 
cleansing enemata and an abdominal 
preparation. 

The diet, following a bowel resection 
in which an end-to-end anastomosis is 
done immediately, consists of sips of 
water for twenty-four hours (intra- 
venous fluids being given continuously ) 
clear fluids for three days; milk soups, 
custards and egg-nogs for five days; and 
a soft diet for ten days. 

If the cecostomy has been done, fre- 
quent vaselinated gauze dressings must 
be applied and particular care must be 
taken as indicated above to prevent in- 
fection occurring at the midline incision. 
When the cecostomy is closed, a firm 
dry dressing is applied until the removal 
of the dermal sutures, when all dressings 
are dispensed with. The general nursing 
care is similar to that of any post-opera-

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tive abdominal case and the patient is 
usually out of bed at the end of two 
weeks. 


The advantage of the two-stage op- 
eration, and closing the bowel with the 
Mikulicz clamp, is, that at no time dur- 
ing the operation, is the lumen of the 
bowel exposed to the peritoneum. There- 
by the danger of post- operative peritoni- 
tis is minimized. In the Mikulicz opera- 
tion, the diet and dressings are those 
ordered routinely for any colostomy. 
When the colostomy is functioning well, 
the Mikulicz clamp is put on, one prong 
fitting into the proximal loop and one 
into the distal loop of the double-barelled 
colostomy. The upper part of the clamp 
is allowed to project through the taping 
of the Starr Binder, being well protec- 
ted at the skin surface with vaselinated 
gauze and pads, Each day, the clamp is 
tightened by the surgeon and at the end 
of seven to nine days, when the spur 
has been sloughed off by the clamp, con- 
tinuity of the large bowel is partially re- 
established. That portion of the colon 
which was on the surface is closed, re- 
placed in the abdomen and the skin 
wound sutured. A dry dressing is applied 
over the abdomen and carefully watched 
to see that no leakage occurs. Following 
this, the patient is returned to a clear 
fluid diet for forty-eight to seventy-two 
hours to protect the recent suture line. 
Gradually the diet is increased when 
bowel movements per rectum take place. 
Dermal and retention sutures are re- 
moved in ten to fourteen days and the 
patient is allowed out of bed. A firm 
abdominal support gives the patient a 
sense of comfort as well as aiding weak- 
ened abdominal muscles. 


The routine outlined in the foregoing 
paragraphs comprises briefly the pre- 
operative and post-operative care re- 
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quired by patients suffering from car- 
cinoma of the large bowel, from the 
standpoint of physical healing and com- 
fort. To complete the picture of the 
nursing care, it is necessary to emphasise 
along with the physical, the psychologi- 
cal aspect of each case. To keep the 
patient healthy in mind as well as body, 
the nurse considers first the atmosphere’ 
surrounding her patient. Is the ward 
light and airy? Is the food attractively 
and temptingly served, with some 
thought given to individual preferences? 
Is the attitude of all workers in contact 
with the patient kindly and sympathetic, 
and yet sufficiently encouraging and 
buoyant to overcome tendencies towards 
apathy, self-pity and hypochondriasis? 

From the medical standpoint, many 
of these patients must be looked on as 
chronically ill. The ingenuity of the 
nurse is called upon to secure comfort 
for the patient with the minimum ad- 
ministration of narcotics, relying on 
nursing measures to induce rest and sleep 
and alleviate pain, reserving powerful 
sedatives for the latter stages. 

Occupational therapy plays a major 
role in sustaining the morale of these 
patients. Opportunities are provided for 
developing skill in a variety of handi- 
crafts and when a real interest is devel- 
oped, little time is given to morbid in- 
trospection. By enlisting the help of the 
social worker in investigating the social 
and economic problems attendant upon 
any prolonged convalescence, unsus- 
pected worries are quickly disposed of. 

Thus, it may be seen that under this 
title a broad and challenging field lies 
open to nurses and the comfort and 
happiness of the patient is directly de- 
pendent upon the skill and understanding 
with which the individual nurse meets 
the challenge.

On to London 


We are sure that everyone who reads 
our leading article will experience a 
thrill of anticipatory pleasure. In it the 
President of the Canadian Nurses Asso- 
ciation gives us a vivid picture of what 
is in store for all who go down to the 
sea in ships this summer in search of 
the Port of London. 


From yet another international angle, 
we invite the attention of our readers 
‘to an article from which excerpts are 
quoted in the current issue of The In- 
ternational Nursing Review. This article 
originally appeared in The Contempor- 
ary Review and was written by Mr. 
Bertram Pickard. In it he discusses a 
question which is in the minds of think- 
ing men and women the world over in 
these days of economic unrest and polit- 
ical strife: “What is the use of interna- 
tional congresses?” Mr. Pickard has giv- 
en the best answer to this question that 
we have yet heard and we are grateful 
to The International Nursing Review 
for passing it on to nurses: 


According to Deniker, cited by Webster 
in explanation of the word, “the international 
life of peoples manifests itself in three dif- 
ferent ways: either in hostile relations 
(war), in pacific neutral relations (com- 
merce) or in sympathetic relations (ex- 
change of ideas and feelings, feasts, con- 
gresses, etc.)” Three stages of development 
are clearly indicated: first, antipathy—the 
instinctive antipathy of difference; second, 
tolerance—the tolerance of commerce, to 
mutual advantage, in things; third and 
last, co-operation—the co-operation of 
mutual curiosity and interest, leading to 
sympathy and its celebration at feasts and 
congresses. 


War and commerce are as old as history 
and have been highly organized for centuries. 
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But organized international exchange of ideas 
and feelings is of relatively recent origin. 
The very word international only crept into 
the dictionaries at the dawn of the nine- 
teenth century; whilst the first organiza- 
tions that boasted their internationality were 
the peace societies, founded at the close of 
the Napoleonic Wars in London, New York 
and — interestingly enough — Geneva. The 
nineteenth century and early twentieth wit- 
nessed a remarkable development in the field 
ef international organization. Utilitarian 
necessities brought to birth inter-govern- 
mental bodies such as the International 
Postal Union and the Hydrographic Bureau. 
Common interests and curiosities created a 
host of professional and scientific organiza- 
tions, ranging from unions of hairdressers 
and hatters to societies adepts in the more 
speculative pursuits of anthropology and 
psychics. Politicians, humanitarians and 
moralists were also on the move. 

The Interparliamentary Union brought to- 
gether the practitioners of democracy. The 
International Red Cross sought to salve 
consciences by humanising war. Whilst the 
International Peace Bureau, greatly daring, 
proposed war’s abolition in favour of law. 
By 1914 some four hundred unofficial in- 
ternational societies were established. 

Something must be said regarding the in- 
trinsic importance of unofficial organiza- 
tion in general, though admittedly the value 
and influence of particular bodies varies 
enormously. Since emotional elements have 
played, and do still play, so large a role in 
both the forced and voluntary contacts be- 
tween nations and races, it follows that ef- 
fective inter-governmental co-operation de- 
pends to a considerable extent upon the ques- 
tion as to whether a sufficient minority of 
intelligent and responsible citizens has made 
the necessary adjustments to the psychol- 
ogical and material facts. As Sir Alfred 
Zimmern has well said: “We have an inter- 
nationalism of things—from telegraphs to 
cinema films—but we have not a generation 
of men and women accustomed to live, in 
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the fullest sense of the word, in the larger 
world thus opened out to us.” 

This new habitation is a complex process 
in which all kinds of agencies, such as the 
cinema, the aeroplane and the radio, are 
having their part. But it is obvious that so- 
cieties of men and women, drawn from 
many nations, the very raison détre of 
which is conference about the questions of 
the day, or conscious promotion of common 
interests and aspirations, are destined to 
play no mean role. Their gatherings may be 
likened to laboratory experiments, con- 
ducted on a small scale, but designed to 
point the way to an applied science of in- 
ternational association.

In this issue we publish a second and 
concluding article, written by Miss Bar- 
bara C. Miller, on the nursing care of 
patients suffering from carcinoma of 
the large bowel. The attention of in- 
structors is called to Miss Miller’s mas- 
terly presentation of a difficult phase 
of nursing care. It may be used to ad- 
vantage either in the classroom or at 
the bedside. A The annual meeting of 
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the Registered Nurses Association of 
Ontario last year proved a veritable mine 
to the Journal from which we continue 
to dig out nuggets of pure gold. The 
latest example is Dr. Cameron Warren’s 
portrait of what a public health nurse 
ought to know, to do and to be. 4 Dr. 
H. G. Stevenson is an international au- 
thority on the education of nurses for 
psychiatric nursing and has kindly pre- 
pared for our benefit an abstract of Miss 
Harriet Bailey’s stimulating report of her 
survey of a group of nursing schools in 
mental hospitals in the United States.

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Nursing Schools in Psychiatric Hospitals 


Dr. H. G. Stevenson who is known to 
our readers as the Superintendent of the 
Ontario Hospital, London, Ont., is also 
chairman of the Committee on Psychia- 
tric Nursing of the American Psychiatric 
Association. He has very kindly pre- 
pared for the Journal an abstract of an 
article, written by Miss Harriet Bailey, 
R.N., and originally published in the 
May number of The American Journal 
of Nursing. This abstract follows: 


Miss Harriet Bailey R.N., well known 
for her long experience in_ psychiatric 
nursing and for her text book “Nursing 
in Mental Diseases,” was recently asked 
by the Committee on Mental Hygiene 
and Psychiatric Nursing of the National 
League of Nursing Education and by 
the Committee on Psychiatric Nursing 
of the American Psychiatric Association 
to make a survey of a group of nursing 
schools in mental hospitals in the United 
States. The purposes of the survey were 
as follows: 


1. To determine if the state hospitals for 
mental diseases should offer a basic nurs- 


ing course. 


. To observe the organization of the nurs- 
ing school, its education programme, its 
application of the nursing service, and the 
standards of nursing practice resulting 
therefrom. 

. To determine the clinical resources of 
nursing education ana practice that should 
be available if a school is to be organized 
or continued. 

. To offer recommendations along all these 
lines with a view to improvement in the 


teaching programme and ward practice to 
the end that the mental patient may be bet- 
ter understood and more efficiently 
nursed. 


A great deal of interesting information 
was secured by Miss Bailey. The favor- 
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able and unfavorable findings are ex- 
ceedingly instructive to all those inter- 
ested in the field of psychiatric nursing 
and a thorough reading of the original 
article will well repay the effort. Admin- 
istrators of mental hospitals and of nurs- 
ing schools in these hospitals will find 
many valuable suggestions for the im- 
provement of the weak features in their 
institutions, and the nursing profession at 
large will have a better idea of the stan- 
dards to be striven for as well as the 
special problems in psychiatric hospitals 
and in the nursing of the mentally sick. 

While Miss Bailey’s report and recom- 
mendations are based on her findings in 
mental hospitals in the United States, 
they apply equally well to mental hos- 
pitals in Canada. The proposal that all 
general hospital nurse training include a 
psychiatric affiliation in a mental hospital 
makes Miss Bailey’s survey of special im- 
portance to Canadian nursing. The 
Canadian Nurses Association and the 
official provincial organizations are of 
course interested in the improvement of 
standards in the schools of nursing in 
mental hospitals throughout Canada. 

Miss Bailey’s conclusions are as fol- 
lows: 

There can be little question that the vast 
educational resources of the civil hospitals, 
when properly organized, offer unusual op- 
portunities for nursing education. The large 
numbers of patients in a group (when clas- 
sification is well carried out) produce a 
composite picture of symptoms that is im- 
pressive and at the same time emphasizes 
individual differences in personality~ that 
must always be given consideration when 
efforts are made to correct maladjustments 
or institute measures of re-education. The 
increased activity in medical, surgical and 
special therapy that has been developed in 
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many of these hospitals greatly enriches their 
value as teaching centers. 

But more than presenting opportunity is 
needed to make them available for nursing 
education. There must be not only a real 
interest in education on the part of hospital 
administrators and physicians and a willing- 
ness to provide nurse instructors and the 
facilities and equipment essential for teach- 
ing and practice, but also the clinical re- 
sources of the hospital should be made 
available and the respons‘bility for the in- 
struction, both formal and informal, should 
be shared. 

The advantages of promoting educational 
activities in any hospital are recognized gen- 
erally, but in a hospital where the personnel 
is largely resident and quite stationary it is 
the more necessary if the patients are to 
receive the full benefit of medical research 
and intelligent, skilful nursing. 

To organize and conduct a nursing school 
necessitates an increased budget to cover ex- 
penditures for specially qualified nursing 
staff and school faculty, equipment for 
teaching and ward service, and shorter hours 
of ward duty for students. Therefore, it may 
be expedient for only one hospital of a state 
group if the number is small, or several if 
it is large, to conduct a nursing school or 
schools, the graduates of which would be 
largely absorbed by the other hospitals in 
positions of general duty, assistant charge 
nurse, charge nurse and supervisor. Obvious- 
ly, the hospital that organizes a_ school 
should, if possible, be so located that ad- 
vantage may be taken of the cultural and 
educational opportunities offered by colleges, 
universities, or other higher institutions of 
learning. 

The recommendations that follow 
are general in character and involve a 
repetition of principles that are familiar 
to and accepted by nursing school ad- 
ministrators. However, the need of more 
fully incorporating them in the organi- 
zation and conduct of some of the schools 
of the survey was evident. 

Organization and Control: To conduct a 
school of nursing the hospital executives and 
the medical staff should: be actively inter- 
ested in all those aspects of nursing educa- 
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tion which affect and hasten the cure and 
rehabilitation of the patient and increase the 
effectiveness of nursing practice. 

A: school committee should be appointed, 
its membership to include the superintendent 
of the hospital, the principal of the nursing 
school, representatives from the board of 
trustees and the alumnae association, an edu- 
cator who is interested in community health, 
and a community representative who is in- 
terested in the educational needs of nurses 
and cognizant of the nursing needs of the 
community. This committee should meet 
regularly. 

A budget to cover the necessary expenses 
of the school should be a separate item in 
the general budget for nursing service. 

Graduate Staff: The nursing school fa- 
culty, and in particular that member who 
has charge of the educational programme, 
should be qualified by academic and pro- 
fessional education and experience. 


All graduate uurses, whether in admin- 
istrative positions or general duty should be 
registered in their respective states. 


Staff education programmes should be 
instituted and regular conferences held. 
Members of the school faculty and charge 
nurses should be encouraged to pursue ad- 
vanced educational courses whenever pos- 
sible. Courses for supervisors and charge 
nurses in ward management and teaching 
should be given at the hospital by a quali- 
fied visiting instructor if attendance at col- 
lege for courses is not possible. Members 
of the alumnae association should be organ- 
ized to further some project for the school. 


Clinical Facilities of the Hospital: These 
should include every aspect of psychiatric 
therapy accepted in medicine to-day; and 
also those preventive measures and activi- 
ties carried on in the community under the 
general term, mental hygiene. 


Practice on selected wards for men should 
be provided. Practice in the departments of 
special therapy should be provided. Practice 
in a general hospital approved for affilia- 
tion should be provided for a period of not 
less than twelve months. 


should be adequate to permit nursing prac-

without compromises in technic, or accept- 
ance of conditions that may contradict or 
nullify the principles of good procedure. 

Facilities for observation of patients in 
seclusion must be provided. 

Health and Recreational Facilities: Phys- 
ical examinations should be given not only 
upon entrance but each year thereafter. Va- 
cation time should be not less than one 
month each year. Hours of required ward 
practice and formal class exercise should not 
exceed forty-eight hours per week. Hours of 
night duty should not exceed forty-eight per 
week, and should be given, if possible, after 
the class programme is completed for the 
year. The nurses’ residence should be a sep- 
arate building, and should include facilities 
for recreation and social activities. Bath and 
toilet facilities should be in a ratio of not 
less than one to five residents. Supervision 
of the residence should be given by a person 
of refinement who is interested in young 
people. 

Student Body: Student nurses should be 
selected with more regard for their cultural 
qualifications and maturity. The attendant 
group should be selected with the view to 
their remaining permanently in service. Their 
instruction should be organized and other 
efforts made to develop a contented, trust- 
worthy and efficient group of workers. 

The general ratio of nurses and attendants 
to patients in hospitals conducting nursing 
schools should meet the minimum of one to 
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eight prescribed by the American Psychia- 
tric Association. This ratio will be influ- 
enced by the hour schedule in effect. 

Classroom Instruction: The basic sciences, 
anatomy, physiology, and _ bacteriology, 
shouldbe taught by the laboratory method. 
Orientation courses in psychiatric nursing 
should be given in the first year. The curri- 
culum should be revised at such intervals as 
may be necessary to make it conform to 
changing standards. 


Clinical Teaching Programme: A _pro- 
gramme of clinical teaching should be 
planned and. carried on by physicians, in- 
structors, supervisors and charge nurses. 
Better correlation of all classroom instruc- 
tion and nursing practice should be made. 

Classrooms and Library: The teaching 
unit should include class and lecture rooms, 
demonstration room, science and dietetic 
laboratories and instructors’ office. The 
equipment of these rooms for teaching should 
meet accepted standards. 

The reference library should include the 
standard nursing and medical textbooks, 
journals, and periodicals. 

Records: Those required for the school 
should in number and content conform to 
accepted standards. The new records of the 
National League of Nursing Education are 
recommended. Those required for ward 
practice should meet not only the need for 
safety and efficiency in procedure but also 
have educational value.

This book is primarily .intended for the 
use of medical students and general prac- 
titioners as an aid in examining psychiatric 
patients, adults as well as children. Never- 
theless the authors point out that it may also 
be used to advantage by teachers, parents, 
personnel advisors, and educational coun- 
sellors. Strangely enough no reference is 
made to its potential usefulness as a refer- 
ence book for nurses and we can only con- 
clude this omission is due to a regrettable 
oversight. To public health nurses this book 
would be specially valuable since it gives 
excellent instruction concerning the study 
and observation of children. Instructors in 
schools of nursing should carefully examine 
the chapter entitled: “The emotional health 
of the medical student; a questionnaire for 
self-study.” Some modification of this ques- 
tionnaire would certainly be useful in deal- 
ing with student nurses who have sus- 
tained emotional shock as a result of their 
contact with sick people.

Can you qualify ? 


Cameron A. Warren, M.D., 
Medical Officer of Health, York Township, Ont. 


What qualifications should a nurse pos- 
sess who undertakes the responsibility 
of giving her time, energy, and the best 
part of her life, to the welfare of her 
fellow citizens? First of all she must 
have good health. We cannot do our 
best for ourselves of our fellow man un- 
less we have a goodly share of good 
health. She must give proof of first-class 
academic qualifications. This includes 
a sound elementary and secondary school 
education with as generous and full 
knowledge of the English language and 
literature as can be secured by studies 
outside of the school curriculum. She 
must have taken the best possible course 
in a School of Nursing. The best school 
that can be found should be chosen. This 
course should include good training in 
all the elementary professional subjects 
and as much clinical experience as can 
be secured. 

Following this, a course in practical 
field work, preferably in a large city 
first, then in areas adjoining large cities 
and later in a small town. This practical 
training should be under the guidance 
of an experienced nurse who has lived 
through it all—yet still lives. This ex- 
perience includes meeting and studying 
Municipal Administrators, Public Health 
bodies and Voluntary Aid Societies. 

Her personal qualifications must in- 
clude a knowledge of human nature 
and kindness, She must show sympathy 
with those in distress, but this sympathy 
must not run away with good judg- 
ment. She must be willing to co-operate. 
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This state of mind must be cultivated 
particularly in listening to the ideas and 
plans of voluntary aid bodies or their 
representatives. Try not to antagonize. 
Find some good in everything. Be a lead- 
er in all good work and be full of ideas 
yourself. Express an idea yourself but try 
to get the other person to think it is his or 
her idea, and thus to accept it. Keep your 
helpers busy and so stimulate their in- 
terest. Let your criticism be always con- 
structive, not destructive. 

With all these delightful characteris- 
tics of kindness and sympathy do not 
forget the quality of firmness when a 
question of right or wrong arises. There 
must be no yielding when the regulations 
as laid down by Public Health Authori- 
ties are in question. 

Even when the public health nurse 
has all these qualifications and takes hold 
of her work she often finds that she must 
depend entirely on her own resources 
and inventiveness for her success. I have 
not yet indicated the officials she is bound 
to meet in her round of duties. May I 
mention first the Medical Officer of 
Health of the municipality in which she 
is located. He should be her best friend 
and advisor and should be consulted in 
any difficulty. The next person of im- 
portance is the family doctor. He should 
be her good friend and consultant. (Do 
I hear someone remark that this is not 
always so?) I feel that a personal ac- 
quaintance is necessary and not only a 
telephone acquaintance. In case of a 
difference of opinion, and this is so often 
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due to misinformation given by a patient 
or at least a third person, an immediate 
consultation should be held and the truth 
determined. Besides these individuals the 
departmental officials of the Munici- 
pality must be conferred with, but in all 
matters involving diagnosis have the 
family doctor or the Medical Officer of 
Health assume full responsibility. 


Encourage the formation of a non- 
professional advisory committee from 
among the best type of citizens available. 
Try to determine the best person in the 
district to head that Committee and do 
nothing in a hurry or without definite 
and considered plans. This committee or 
group of public spirited citizens, both 
men and women, can be of invaluable 
service to you in upholding standards, in 
securing increased financial help or in 
preventing a reduction of financial help 
and in securing public approval for new 
projects. It is not necessary that this 
Committee be concerned with the details 
of nursing but it should be organized to 
help the nurse in any way she may de- 
sire. 


The nurse should be a leader in every 
movement for the public good and, be- 
side the care of the sick, her most im- 
portant work is the promotion of health 
education at every opportunity. Every 
visit she makes must have its effect even 
though the results, at times, may be 
discouraging. May I quote here what a 
patient once told me about the student 
nurse who was caring for her: “She 
never makes a move but it counts for 
some good.” 


Opportunities for stimulation of health 
education may be found in the seven 
services where the nurse functions: 


Prenatal care 

Nursing care of the sick 

Post-partum and neo-natal care 

Health supervision of infants 

Disease prevention, including tuberculosis, 
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acute communicable diseases and venereal 
disease control 
Health supervision of pre-school children 
Health supervision of school children 


May I give you two or three facts to 
remember: In Canada, in 1935, we lost 
by death 25,000 children under one year 
of age and 46,000 under five years of 
age. The cost of sickness in Canada is 
$300,000,000 per year and we spend 
only $6,000,000 on the prevention of 
disease. Am I, as a Medical Officer of 
health, and are you, as a Registered 
Nurse, doing the best we can in this im- 
portant work? 

By way of conclusion, here are the 
qualities of a good public health nurse: 


She is a graduate of a recognized training 
school. 

She is a graduate of a University Public 
Health Nursing School. 

She should have ability to pass on to her 
families the health knowledge which she 
has acquired. 

She must have a great deal of enthusiasm 
in her work—not make a mere routine job 
of it. 

She should be that type of personality 
which inspires confidence. 

She should be co-operative and tactful in 
her relationships with her patients and co- 
workers. 

She should have complete knowledge of 
all health and social welfare facilities in 
the community and how to use them. She 
should use every opportunity to take advan- 
tage of these facilities. 

She should embody as far as possible 
those principles of personal hygiene which 
sue teaches. 

She should try to be as up-to-date as any 
other professional woman, without being 
conspicuous. She should try to keep up with 


boks, and world events, so that she may not 
become narrow and merely a nurse. Her per- 


sonal appearance should be as smart as her 
salary and responsibilities will allow.

The duties of Visiting Homemakers 


In a letter addressed to the editor, 
Miss Eunice Dyke gives an interesting 
sidelight on the functions of auxiliary 
nursing personnel. She says: ““The Visit- 
ing Homemakers Association continues 
to be a useful forum in Toronto for con- 
sideration of community services of 
varied purpose and type. The accom- 
panying experimental statement of staff 
duties for use in the homes by its workers 
seems to deal adequately with difficult 
situations. The use of the phrase ‘per- 
sonal care’ seems to clarify the distinction 
between ‘nurses’ and ‘practical nurses’ 
as well as dealing with the extensive 
services to patients which are desirable 
as a part of the responsibility of the visit- 
ing homemaker.” 


The statement to which Miss Dyke 
refers is quoted in full because it does 
give a clear picture of what may rea- 
sonably be expected of the visiting home- 
maker. It must be remembered that these 
women work under competent super- 
vision and that their relationship to pro- 
fessional nurses is carefully regulated. 

Hours of Duty: The hours of duty are 
from 8 in the morning till 6 at night except 
on Saturday when she is free at 1 p.m. 
Variations in hours may be arranged with 
the supervisor. When there are only young 
children, there must be definite arrangements 
for care if there is a gap between the hours 
of the father and the hours of the home- 
maker. 

In the event of an emergency which would 
leave the children without supervision, the 
Association will take responsibility. 

The homemaker is entitled to a free hour 
during the day for rest or relaxation. 
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Unless there is a real necessity, the home- 
maker will not be on duty Saturday after- 
noon, on Sunday, or on statutory holidays. 

Duties: A mother will benefit most from 
the homemaker’s services if she will allow 
her to take full charge of the house and 
children. 

It is recognized that the emergency which 
requires the services of the homemaker will 
add to the home responsibilities of the father 
and older children. 

The homemaker is qualified to help the 
family in the spending of money and the 
shopping. She will plan nourishing meals, 
considering as far as possible the likes and 
dislikes of the family, but cannot give the 
foods which are against the instructions of 
the doctor or nurse, or are harmful to the 
children. 

The homemaker should be responsible for 
orderly meals and supervise the behaviour 
of the children. 

The homemaker does the washing for the 
infant, for the pre-school children and what 
is necessary for the patient. The homemaker 
does not do the family wash, but she can 
usually manage the ironing. She will see 
that the children are properly dressed and 
do as much mending as time allows. 

The homemaker keeps the house dusted 
and tidy, and mops the floors, but does not 
scrub or do heavy cleaning. 

The homemaker should take the children 
out with her if she considers it advisable. 
During fine weather, outings should be 
planned as often as possible. 

The supervisor may. always be called in 
to discuss any special situation. 

Care of Patient: If there is illness in the 
home a nurse from the Department of Pub- 
lic Health, the Victorian Order of Nurses, 
or the St. Elizabeth Visiting Nursing As- 
sociation, will visit the home in order to 
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decide whether the patient needs the services 
of a qualified nurse or is safe with the 
personal care which can be given by the 
homemaker. The homemaker can give treat- 
ment or medicine where there is an order 
written and signed by a doctor or nurse. 
Where it does not interfere with the proper 
care of the children or home, the homemaker 
may go with a child or patient to the clinic, 
but must make the arrangement with the 
supervisor's office of beforehand. 
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There is now a healthy tendency to- 
ward the co-ordination of the work of 
professional and non-professional work- 
ers. An important factor in this delicate 
task is the definition in simple terms, of 
the proper functions of each group. The 
Visiting Homemakers Association is to 
be congratulated on its concise statement 
of the service the public may expect from 
its workers.

Dominion Registration 


WITH annual meetings of several pro- 
vincial associations of registered nurses 
scheduled to be held within the next 
month, reference is here made to Do- 
minion Registration for Nurses in Can- 
ada. This subject, being vital to every 
nurse, will no doubt be included in the 
programmes of annual meetings. It 
should be presented in detailed form by 
one or more well-informed members, 
with an opportunity for explanation, so 
that the individual nurse may thoroughly 
understand the implications of such a 
measure in relationship to herself and to 
existing control of registration as well 
as to nurses of the future and the means 
by which there may be eventually one 


standard of registration throughout the 
Dominion. 


Recommendations made in the “Sur- 
vey of Nursing Education in Canada” 
are authoritative in construction and are 
readily adaptable to any scheme for fed- 
eral registration of nurses. The wide 
distribution of that Survey throughout 
the Dominion is an ever-present assur- 
ance to the Canadian Nurses Association 
that a sound basis for the study of Do- 
minion Registration is readily available 
to all nurses. The study and promotion 
of this activity have progressed to a cer- 
tain point and the course for future de- 
velopment is definitely emphasized in the 
following quotations: 


1. A resolution adopted at the Gen- 
eral Meeting of the Canadian Nurses 
Association in 1936: 


Whereas the principle of Dominion Reg- 
istration has been re-endorsed by the 
Provincial Associations ; 


And whereas it is deemed advisable to 
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allow further time for more intensive 
study by the Provincial Associations and 
nurses in general, before action is taken 
by the Canadian Nurses Association ; 


Therefore be it resolved: 


(a) That the Committee on Dominion 
Registration for Nurses in Canada be re- 
appointed and asked to clarify its report 
in the light of both discussion and the 
resolutions referred to it at the general 
session of the Biennial Meeting, July 3, 
1936; 

(b) That, in order to secure definite re- 
commendations from each Provincial As- 
sociation, the Report as clarified be sub- 
mitted by the Committee to the Provin- 
cial Associations for study prior to their 
annual meetings in 1937; 

(c) That, in order to allow time for 
adequate consideration of the Report be- 
fore the Biennial Meeting in 1938, the 
Committee be asked to submit its final 
report to the Executive Committee of 
the Canadian Nurses Association by De- 
cember 1, 1937; 


(d) That the Provincial Associations be 
asked to consider the suggestion of ex- 
tending an invitation to a member of the 
Committee to discuss the question with 
them. 

2. An excerpt from the President’s 
article, entitled “Marching Orders” as 
published in The Canadian Nurse, Sep- 
tember, 1936 reads‘as follows: 

The study of Dominion Registration 
is to be continued. Several Provincial 
Associations acknowledged candidly that 
the report of the Committee referred to 
them in January, 1936, and published in 
the Journal in the April issue, had not 
been seriously studied, a fact which was 
deplored. Individual nurses, too, begged, 
further time in which to be sure of the 
proposed organisation and all its implica- 
tions. Delay was, therefore, considered

wise. It is urged that Associations now 
acquaint. themselves with the proposed 
plan and study it in particular relation 
to their Province. Send criticisms and 
suggestions to the Committee. They will 
be welcomed. Ask for information. It 
will be willingly given. Any plan which 
is to work smoothly and prove satis- 
factory to each of the nine provinces re- 
quires much thought and careful prepar- 
ation. Do your part to work it out. 
Definite action should be assured at the 
next Biennial Meeting. 


Membership 


It has become customary to report in 
the March issue of the Journal, the 
membership of the Canadian Nurses As- 
sociation, which represents the total 
membership of the nine provincial asso- 
ciations of registered nurses for the pre- 
vious year. The present membership 
of the National Organization is 12,- 
503— indicating an increase of eight per 
cent for the past year. The honours go 
to the Registered Nurses Association of 
Prince Edward Island with an increase 
of sixty per cent, while the Manitoba 
Association of Registered Nurses records 
a gain of thirty-five per cent. 


The International Council 


The International Council of Nurses 
is an affiliation of national associations of 
nurses, the status of which meets the 
membership requirements of the Coun- 
cil. At present the Council is composed 
of twenty-nine national associations, rep- 
resenting over 181,000 nurses. The In- 
ternational Council of Nurses holds a 
Congress every four years. In the in- 
terval between Congresses, the Board of 
Directors is responsible for the conduct 
of business. That Board consists of the 
officers of the Council and the Presidents 
of the national member organizations. 
The voting body at each Congress is the 
Grand Council which is composed of the 
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Board of Directors and four delegates 
appointed by each member organisation. 
The next Congress is to be held in Lon- 
don, England, in July, 1937, from the 
eighteenth to the twenty-fourth, inclu- 
sive. The hostess organisation will be the 
National Council of Nurses of Great 
Britain. 

It is anticipated that the Canadian 
Nurses Association will be well repre- 
sented at the Congress. Thos. Cook and 
Son, Ltd., who gave efficient service 
as official travel agents to Canadian 
nurses who attended the Congress in 
1933, have again been appointed official 
travel agents by the Associatfon. 


The dates of sailing for the official 
party are: July 9, from Montreal, on 
the $.S. Duchess of Richmond, and July 
10, from Quebec, on the S.S. Empress 
of Britain. Enrolment of members has 
progressed so satisfactorily that by Feb- 
ruary 15, the Association was able to 
meet the conditions of its option on re- 
served steamship space. This means that 
for a limited period, the Association may 
retain reservations allotted by the Steam- 
ship Company in October last. Also, as 
there has been a greater demand than 
anticipated for Third Class space on the 
Empress of Britain, an option on a fur- 
ther allottment of space has been secured 
for several weeks. 


A booklet of Official Congress Tours 
has been issued by Thos. Cook and 
Son, Ltd. This booklet, attractively il- 
lustrated, outlines numerous _post-con- 
gress tours as well as several short visits 
in Great Britain and to Vimy prior to 
the Congress. All the Official Tours 
will be accompanied by expert tour man- 
agers from Cook’s staff.

1887-1937 


THE nurses of Canada will be grieved 
to learn of the sudden death of a one- 
time officer of the Canadian Nurses’ As- 
sociation—Miss Nora Moore. Born in 
St. Catharines, the only daughter of the 
late Canon and Mrs. Robert James 
Moore, Miss Moore, while quite a young 
child, went to Toronto with her parents 
when her father was appointed to the 
Church of St. George the Martyr. She 
received her early education under a 
governess, and later at Bishop Strachan 
School, Toronto. She then entered the 
School for Nurses in connection with the 
Hospital for Sick Children, took her af- 
filiated training in the Brooklyn Heights 
Hospital, Brooklyn, New York, and 
graduated in 1911. In 1912, Miss 
Moore was appointed to the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nurses, De- 
partment of Health, Toronto, where 
she served until her sudden death on 
the 17th of January, 1937. 

During her twenty-five years of serv- 
ice, there were two short intervals of 
leave—one during the period of the 
Great War, when she went to England 
to be near a young brother who was 
wounded and died in the battle of the 
Somme. During the days of anxious 
waiting for this brother who was first 
reported missing, she gave voluntary 
service to the Maple Leaf Club in Lon- 
don. The other period of leave was in 
1921-22, when Miss Moore was a stu- 
dent at Bedford College, London, Eng- 
land, 

Miss Moore’s outstanding work in the 
service of the Department of Health, 
was as a staff nurse, when she organized 
the Division of Infant Welfare, as As- 
sociate Director to which position she 
was appointed in 1924, and latterly as 
Director of the Division of Public Health 
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Nurses. During the four years as Direc- 
tor, in spite of increasing demands due 
to financial depression and increased pop- 
ulation, and with little increase in staff, 
she was able to maintain the high stand- 
ard of efficiency which has distinguished 
this service for many years. 


Because of her happy disposition, her 
dignified reserve and modesty, and her 
honesty of purpose, she enjoyed the con- 
fidence and co-operation not only of a 
large professional staff, but also that of 
many institutions closely allied with the 
work of the Department of Health. 


Miss Moore also had a deep sense of 
professional obligation and gave service 
to the Canadian Nurses Association in 
the capacity of Honourary Secretary 
and to the Public Health Nursing Section 
of the Canadian Public Health Associa- 
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tion as Secretary, in addition to her work 
on many important committees. 
In the sudden termination of this use-

David Alexander Stewart 


On February 16, 1937, the day after 
his sixty-third birthday, David Alexan- 
der Stewart entered into rest. His be- 
loved. wife, Ida Kate Bradshaw, died 
only a short time ago and of them it 
may truly be said: They were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives and in their deaths 
they were not divided. 

Nurses were welcome guests at the 
hospitable fireside of this great physician 
and this noble nurse. There was always 
food for body and mind and spirit. No 
one went away without being touched 
by what Dr. Stewart himself called “the 
spirit of the place.” That spirit is still 
there and will be as long as the Sana- 
torium endures. 

Dr. Stewart’s contribution to the pre- 
vention and cure of tuberculosis was 
unique. Because of it he was justly called 
““Manitoba’s greatest citizen.” But this 
was not.all: the man himself was great- 
er than his work. His many-sided per- 
sonality was quick to respond to art, to 
literature and to philosophy. He and his 
wife lived life to the full in spite of 
physical suffering which would have 


broken most of us. His sister, Isabel 
Stewart, has said that these lines taken 
from “Pandora’s Song,” in William 
Vaughan Moody’s poem, “The Fire 
Bringer” best express the way of life of 
this man and of his wife: 


Of wounds and sore defeat, 

I made my battle stay, 

Winged sandals for my feet, 

I wove of my delay. 

Of weariness and fear 

I made my shouting spear. 

Of loss and doubt and dread 

And swift oncoming doom, 

I made a helmet for my head 

And a floating plume. 

From the shutting mist of death 
And the failure of the breath 

I made a battlehorn to blow 
Across the vale of overthrow. 

Oh harken love! the battlehorn, 
The triumph clear, the silver scorn 
O harken! where the echoes bring 
Down the grey disastrous morn 
Laughter and rallying. 
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Obituary 


COOK—Miss Esther M. Cook, Superin- 
tendent of the Toronto Hospital for In- 
curables for the past twenty-one years, 
passed away on Sunday morning, Janu- 
ary 24, 1937, after a brief illness. Miss 
Cook was a graduate of the Training 
School in connection with the Toronto 
Hospital for Incurables and afterwards 
took a postgraduate course in Bellevue 
and Allied Hospitals, New York City, 
where she remained on the staff for 
eight years,—two years of which was in 
the capacity of assistant superintendent. 


During the period in which Miss Cook 
was Superintendent of the Toronto Hos- 
pital for Incurables, the community 
which she called her ‘family’ had grown 
from 145 to 365 patients, and she was 
greatly beloved by them as well as by the 
staff of two hundred nurses and em- 
ployees and was held in the highest 
esteem by the President and Members of 
the Board of Management. Mere words 
cannot express the feeling of grief 
throughout the Hospital. Of Miss Cook 
it can truly be said: Her good works do 
follow her.

McNEILL—-On Sunday morning, January 
10, 1937, at the Toronto Western Hos- 
pital, there passed away one of the pioneer 
nurses of Toronto, Miss Janet McNeill, 
Miss McNeill, who was the daughter of 
Archibald and Mary K. Forrest McNeill, 
was born in the Township of Clark, and 
graduated from the Riverdale Hospital, 
Toronto, in June, 1903. Following grad- 
uation, she held positions for short 
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periods at the hospitals in Graven- 
hurst, Copper Cliff and at Fort Wil- 
liam, where she organized an emergency 
hospital for typhoid in 1906.

She will be greatly missed by her co- 
workers, to whom she was a constant 
inspiration to live more unselfishly, and 
by her patients whose lives are fuller and 
richer because of her stay among them.

ELIzABETH SAGE, 
Canada’s “International Student,” 


This first trip to the Old Land in my 
capacity as a student under the auspices 
of the Nightingale Memorial Foundation 
has been an exciting and interesting ad- 
venture. Everything is so very differ- 
ent from our Canadian West, perhaps 
my most startling first impression was 
in regard to the English countryside— 
small square fields bordered by fences, 
usually stone, or hedges, presenting an 
immaculate toy-like appearance—all 
such a contrast to our vast expanses of 
forest and wheat fields. 


Arriving at 15 Manchester Square, 
one is given such a cordial reception, 
and even the atmosphere of the house 
seems to extend a welcome. There is 
certainly no feeling of being a stranger 
in a strange land. The students this year 
came from Norway, Sweden, Finland, 
Denmark, Latvia, Bulgaria, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Austria, Siam, South Africa, New 
Zealand, United States, Great Britain, 
The Irish Free State, and Canada. One 
cannot but feel the utmost admiration 
for students from other lands, who learn 
our language, and successfully take lec- 
tures, which cause most of us a few 
worried moments. 


Lectures are taken at Bedford Col- 
lege and the College of Nursing. For 
those of us who are taking public health, 
the lectures are all given at Bedford 
College, delightfully situated in Regent’s 
Park. We shall all carry away pleasant 
memories of Bedford: the buildings, ap- 
pearing at times faintly through the 
grew mist and again clearly in the sun- 
shine, the lovely old trees, the flowers, 
the lake with the flocks of birds circling 
over it, and the genial traffic policeman 
who sees us safely across the street. 

Our first six weeks were spent ob- 
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serving. The students who are taking 
hospital administration did a tour of va- 
rious London Hospitals, and the public 
health students spent several weeks in 
a London Health Centre, and then two 
weeks in a rural centre. It was all most 
interesting and the comparison of notes 
by the various students was of great 
value. Our practical work in London as 
public health students allowed us to see 
a London that as ordinary visitors we 
could not have seen. 

The ten weeks of Michaelmas Term 
were busy ones—attending lectures, at- 
tempting to make an impression on the 
reading assignments, writing essays and 
doing practical work. Each Monday 
afternoon a visit of observation is paid 
to some interesting centre—at times a 
hospital, again a school for deaf girls or 
blind boys, slum clearance areas and 
housing projects, and various health cen- 
tres. Sometimes we go by bus, and again 
on foot, At times the trips are short, 
and we are back for tea. How quickly 
one develops the desire for the afternoon 
cup of tea, and what a dismal world it 
is, if one is unavoidably deprived of it. 
Sometimes on cold, rainy, windy after- 
noons, hats would blow off, faces got 
dirty, but nevertheless we all enjoyed it. 
One of the most unsettling things about 
London, on days such as this, is to catch 
a glimpse of one’s face in a window and 
discover a smudge of soot across nose 
or cheek, 

Two particularly pleasant excursions 
were made in the first term. The first 
was to the Papworth Village Settlement 
in Cambridge. To all who have read 
Warwick Deeping’s novel, “Smith,” the 
place seems to have the added attraction 
of having provided the setting for the 
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story. Incidentally, all royalties from this 
book have been turned over to Pap- 
worth. The second trip was to the Lord 
Mayor Treloar Cripples’ Hospital at Al- 
ton, Hants. This is a voluntary hospital 
of 300 beds, which admits crippled chil- 
dren up to the age of sixteen. On both 
days the weather man smiled on us and 
we saw the English countryside at its 
best. 


One mofning a group of us got up 
early to go to Covent Gardens to see 
the Flower Market. By six o’clock it 
was like a beehive, and never will I 
forget the sight—long aisles banked 
high with flowers of every shape, colour 
and hue. Men weaving in and out of 
the crowd with six or eight wooden 
boxes of flowers on their heads, people 
coming to buy, and people leaving, laden 
down with flowers and holly. Possibly 
the most interesting flower was the 
Christmas Rose of which we had heard 
so much but had never seen. It rather 
resembles a wild Canadian rose in shape, 
but is larger, snow-white and has a pe- 
culiar wax like quality. It is so perfect 
that one wonders if it can be real.

UP AND COMING 


The best proof of the vitality of a school 
is steadily growing enrolment. The School 
for Graduate Nurses of McGill University 
now has an enrolment of twenty-eight reg- 
ular full-time students, eleven of whom are 
taking the course in teaching and super- 
vision, and eighteen the course in public 
health nursing. Two nurses are taking a 
special course in health education. But these 
students are not the only seekers after 
knowledge. Last year thirty-one nurses re- 
gistered as partial students in the course 
offered in teaching and supervision. This 
year there were seventy-five. This enrol- 
ment is composed of supervisors in charge 
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of nursing departments, head nurses in 
charge of wards, and general duty nurses. 
They represent the following hospitals: The 
Montreal General Hospital and its Western 
Division, Royal Victoria Hospital, Mont- 
real Neurological Institute, Alexandra Hos- 
pital, Shriners’ Hospital, Children’s Memo- 
rial Hospital, Jewish General Hospital, 
Homoeopathic Hospital and St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital. . 

The McGill School for Graduate Nurses 
is fortunate in having at its disposal facilities 
which enable it to offer exceptional op- 
portunities to nurses who wish to prepare 
themselves for leadership in the nursing 
field. The University itself, especially

Annual Meeting in Manitoba 


The annual meeting of the Manitoba As- 
sociation of Registered Nurses took place 
on January 29, 1937, in the Legislative 
Building, Winnipeg. The president, Miss 
Sadie Wright, presided over the sessions. 
Miss Gertrude Hall, secretary-treasurer, 
reported that 183 nurses wrote full examin- 
ations during the year, 24 wrote supple- 
mentals and 159 passed clear. Pins and 
diplomas were granted to 177 who applied 
for membership. She reported the receipts 
for the year as $6,560.91 and disbursements 
$5,559.04. The registrar, Miss Pearl Brow- 
nell, reported that due to the work of the 
private duty section and with the almost 
unanimous approval of the association, the 
eight-hour day ruling was set before the 
local hospitals and endorsed by them on De- 
cember 15, she also reported an increase 
in work as the effect of this change. The 
nurses’ directory filled 4,494 calls last year, 
and 103 graduates and 17 undergraduates 
have joined the registry. Receipts amounted 
to $2,804.17 and disbursements $2,605.84. 
Miss Jean Roberts reported on social activ- 
ities and Miss Lois Kelly reported on The 
Canadian Nurse magazine.

Membership has shown an increase with 
565 renewals and 177 new applications; 
Miss Phoebe Anderson, is convener of this 
committee. Miss Jessie Stothart, of Dau- 
phin, reported on the new association there. 
The Brandon association was reported on 
by Mrs. L. Fletcher, who, with Miss Chris- 
tine McLeod, attended the meeting. Brief 
reports of the year’s activities were given 
by representatives, as follows: the Local 
Council, Mrs. Helen Fraser; the Central 
Council of Social Agencies, Miss Florence 
Robertson; the Victorian Order of Nurses, 
Miss Elizabeth Russell; the Red Cross, Miss 
R. Dickie. Miss Ina. Broadfoot announced 
the receipts in the charity fund as $153.08. 

Miss Sadie Wright in her presidential 
address, reviewed the year’s events, and 
pointed out that the chief aim of the Asso- 
ciation is to establish a training school ad- 
viser.

The report of the nominating commit- 
tee was unanimously adopted by the meeting

When you are in London 


The College of Nursing should be a port 
of call for every Canadian nurse who at- 
tends the Quadrennial Congress of the In- 
ternational Council of Nurses which is to 
be held in London th's summer. Founded 
in 1916. the College now possesses a fine 
building facing on Cavendish Square and 
equipped with an excellent library and good 
class rooms, Adjacent is the Cowdray Club 
which offers comfortable accommodation to 
nurses and other professional women. Both 
these buildings were donated by the late 
Lord and Lady Cowdray. As well as car-: 
rying on a comprehensive educational 
programme, the College has _ sponsored 
several projects which have materially im- 
proved the economic status of nurses. The 
President of the College, Miss D. S. Goode 
has summarized these in her recent des- 
criptive article, published in the Jnternational 
Nursing Review: 


1. The publication of a recommended 
minimum scale of salaries which was used 
in a campaign against low salaries paid to

the profession amongst the institutions, with 
the result that sixty-seven per cent raised 
their salaries and in many cases adopted 
the College standard; 

2. The establishment in 1928 of the 
Federated Superannuation Scheme for 
Nurses and Hospital Officers (contribu- 
tory), which has now been adopted by most 
of the important voluntary hospitals in the 
country, and which is regarded as one of 
the most important pieces of work achieved 
by the College for the profession. Under 
this scheme the nurse pays five per cent and 
her employer ten per cent on the value of 
her salary and emoluments, towards the 
provision of a pension which will commence 
when she is fifty-five years of age. 


A cordial invitation is extended by the 
College to all visitors from overseas and 
Canadian nurses will certainly enjoys seeing 
this famous College of which Queen Mary 
herself is the gracious Patron.
